1. AMBASSADOR HAS RECEIVED FOLLOWING TELEGRAM FROM JAMAL 
SA'D, CHAIRMAN OF AMERICAN ARAB ASSOCIATION FOR COMMERCE 
AND INDUSTRY: 

"FOR THE AMBASSADOR: WE WOULD APPRECIATE YOUR ADVICE 
REGARDING OPPORTUNITY TO MEET PRINCE FAHD DELEGATION IN 
NEW YORK IF POSSIBLE. ASSOCIATION READY TO ORGANIZE 
FORUM MEETING SIMILAR TO LUNCHEON FOR HISHAM NAZER 
LAST SEPTEMBER OR SMALLER MEETING WITH SENIOR MEMBER 
EXECUTIVES. I PLAN TO CONVEY OUR DESIRE TO SAWAYYEL 
IN WASHINGTON TOMORROW. AWAIT YOUR ADVICE WITH BEST 
WISHES. JAMAL SAAD, AMARABAS, NEW YORK." 

2. WOULD APPRECIATE ARP'S INFORMING SA'UD THAT SCHEDULE 
FOR PRINCE FAHD AND MEMBERS OF HIS ENTOURAGE IN U.S. IS 
NOT YET DEFINITE. IT DOES NOT APPEAR LIKELY THAT PRINCE 
OR OTHER OFFICIALS COULD ACCEPT AN INVITATION WHILE ON 
ROUTE TO WASHINGTON, D.C. THERE MAY BE SOME OPPORTUNITY 
FOR AMERICAN ARAB ASSOCIATION TO PLAY A ROLE IN FAHD’S 
VISIT AFTER CONCLUSION OF WASHINGTON TALKS-PRESUMABLY 
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MAY 25. RECOMMEND HE KEEP IN TOUCH WITH NEA/ARP. 
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
